A furtherreafon agsioft the refolution ia 
fonnded on the condud of the Prefident of 
{Jte United States ; it is the conilderation, 
thac he has not ordered the Britifli ©inifler 
M r. Jackfon, to depart from this country. 
U ntiithat older is given, no fuch refolution 
as the prefent ought to be paffed. 
The ex< 
traordinary fpeAacle is now exhibited of a 
minifter accredited from a foreign govern« 
ment, who is denied the eminent, dire& pri- 
vilege of the diplomatic cbaraAer, the pri­ 
vilege of communicating with the govern- 
tnent to which he is fent, and yet is to enjoy 
the immunities which are auxiliary to the 
extrcife of diplomatic fun¿fcionl* 
The cafa 
is novel in the proceedings of this conntry. 
It is fo extraordinary that the official publica* 
tion of the refufal to receive communicatioas 
fr6m him might have been coniidered as a dUf- 
avowal by the adtniniQrstion of hit diplomatic 
charafter, and confequently as a deprivation 
of his chsra^te/iftic immnnities, had not a cer­ 
tificate of fpecial fafeguard to the contrary 
been giv«n by the adminiftration. The cafe ia 
clearly different from that of the SpaniOt mi­ 
nifter, who, I believe, w*s admitted to have 
written communication with the admioiftra- 
tion, but was admonilhed by authority from 
the Prefident not to appear in the city of 
Walhington( who refufed however to obey 
the admonition, but was fufiered to come and 
remaint according to bis avowed determina­ 
tion, within this extenfive city, as be might 
find convenient, or for the intereft of the King 
his mailer. 


Thefe are fomff of the rtafons for which» 
although it were fuppofed correA in ftatement 
of fa&s, 1 am not prepared to vote iu favour 
of the refolution on the table. 


It is a confideration of a different nature, 
that the phrafeology of the refolution tends 
to draw a fide the attention 6y placing it 0» a 
hails which is obje&ionable as being incorre£t, 
not as in point of faA, but of principle» This, 
fir, leads me to confider the litigated fobje£fc 
of the powers of Mr. Edkine to negotiate and 
conclude the provifionat arrangement of the 
laft April« 
0(1 this fobjeft, I leave at once 
the greater part of the difcufTioo between the 
Secretary of State and Mr. Jackfon. as not 
di(iin£Uy exhibiting the fpecific chara&er of 
the queilion. 
I confider a public minifter not 
authorised in virtue of a general letter of cre­ 
dence to ftipnlate any one thing to be done on 
the part of his government. 
If 1 underftand 
the courfe of argument on the part of the Se­ 
cretary of State; it feems to adume as a bsfis, 
that a public minifter here accredited is enti* 
tied to ftipulate for hi« government in virtue 
of Us letter of credence without further au. 
tb niiy, cr a*. Jsaft that the government here 
fhould regard the mimftfr in virtue of his let- 
trr of credence as authorised to conclude fuch 
ftipul'tions fu as to be obligatory on the go* 
vtmnjent giving the letter of credence. This 
I do not omit to be correft, either in principle 
or ufage.

| Thr great woik of the learned Grotius on war 
j and p:»ce firft reduced to general fyilem, the 
j bedy of public law in Europe. 
He was c m 
1 cf the great mailers iu i.ienuc «..a have ap­ 


peared formed to rife above contemporary 
competitors in their refpe&tve fpherea, and 
acknowledged beyond difpute to be greater 
than thofe preceding or foccteding them. 
As fuch he was fir ft made known with diftin. 
guiihing honour by Guftavus Adolphus®f Swe­ 
den, one of the greateft men and heroes 0( his 
age or of the world. 
The work of Groti«s 
was publilhed in the year 16*5; and the treaty 
of Weftphalia was concluded in the year 1648, 
conufting of a treaty concluded vt Munfter 
and another atOfoaburg within the circle of 
Weftphalia, and both figned on the fame day« 
being the refult of a Congrefs compoled of 
ambadadors, plenipotentiaries! minitiers, de- 
Irgateskcommtflioners^deputiesttudeedalmoft 
if not completely» every grade or defcription 
of governmental reprelentation known in the 
whole Chriftian world. The conclufton of tM? 
treaty put an end to conferences which had 
long hold-n Europe in lufpenfe, and terminat- 
-d the famous 30 year» war. Never before or 
(nice, I prefume, were fo many diplomatic 
rharalters «(limbled for negotiation or medi* 
ation, and fuch and fo various interefts to be 
arranged at one time by treaty. 
The great 
intereft« of the Catholic and Reformed Ueli* 
gions in Europe, the emperor, the eleiitors, 
princes and, ftates of the Germanic body, 
France, Sweden, the States*G:neral>wiih the 
refpeftive allies ail were concerned. 
Pruflia 
was not then ere&ed into a kingdom» and 
Ruflia had not t*ken rank under the great 
Peter, among the etviliz-.d powers of Europe. 
Frdm the nature ot the affairs and the great 
number of public men front different portions 
of Europe, the fjmous Congrefs in Weftpha- 
lia. after the publication of Grotius had at­ 
tained high diiiin£tion» ferved to make known 
and eftablifh extenfively the principles confti* 
tuting the public rules of intercoOrfe among 
the governments of the Chri(li»n world. 


We are now called upon to pronounce re* 
fpe£ting a queftion depending on thof: rules 
of intei couri’e as recognised and ilfuftrated by 
national ufage. 
W hat is the principle that 
proce&s and fuftains in full immunity the mi* 
nifters of the United Statea in Britain, in 
France« in Rufli», or in any part of the civiliz­ 
ed world ? It is the refpelt due to thofe rules, 
a refpeft which the various governments» of 
whatever form, have concurred in manifefling 
and enforcing. 
Nor can we claim to hold a 
courfe in diplomacy incompatible with fuch 
national ufage, unlefs We ftrike ourfelves out 
of the genera! pale of Chriflendom. 


This queftion, therefore, is to be confidered 
Hot merely as an abflraft difcuftion ; but we 
have now to inquire, what is a letter of cre­ 
dence according to the public law and dipto. 
nntic ofage of Europe? It it an authority 
for (lipulating any th'ng to be done on the: 
5 
art of the government fending the minifter ? 
f it be, 1 requeft to know the proof. 
Ac. 
cording to my spprehenfion, it is not ; sad I 
defire gentlemen to enlighten me on this point, 
if I err. If this opinion be erroneous, 1 fhould 
hope it might be made evident with refpeA to 
myfelf9 that I may not continue 10 error* 
From whatever fource there can be derived 
any aid toafcertain the true principle, if gen­ 
tlemen honoured by efpecial confidence re- 
fpeAing affairs of ftate, if soy of the law-offi­ 
cers or even members of the cabinet, would be 
pleafed to contribute to the ftockof legiilative 
information, 1 folicit the correction of any er- 
ror, if indeed I err, on this topic. 


W ith thefe fentiments, I do not propound 
for difcuflion any queftion refpe&ing the ne­ 
gative knowledge of the adminiftration. 1 do 
Hot inquire, whether the Executive adminif* 
tration of the United States had a knowledge 
that Mr. Erikine had not competent powers, 
or had a knowledge thit he was not inftrufted 
to accede to the provifiona! arrangement be- 
tween him and the adminiftration in April. 
The queftion is, did the adminiftration know 
that Mr. Erikine bad the oectfTaiy authority ? 
The queftion is not, what was the ignorance, 
but what was the knowledge ofadtmuiftration i 
W ss Mr. Erikine known to have any power 
for making that arrangement ? 


Permit me now, Sir, to ftate what I under. 
Hand to be a letter of credence. It is a letter 
of State addreded to the government to which 
a minifter is Tent, and it is expreffive of the 
chira&er and grade of diplomacy with which 
he is inveftfd ; if the ?nimiter be received, he 
rnuft be received according to the letter of cre­ 
dence and not otherwise. 
Tim is fo much 
the eftabliilied courfe, that where a^ninifter 
remaining at any government is promoted to 
a higher grade of diptoniscy, he preieats let. 
ters of recall as to the lower grade and of 
credence as to the higher grad« in which he 
is to be received. 
The authority which a mi­ 
nifter had in virtue of a letter of credence is 
not to make promtfei for bis government,— 
He may declare f*#* ; he‘may prefent com* 
plaints fcnd remonftrancts ; he may exhibit 
his powers of argument ; he may difcufs topics 
of great ir tc reft, but he cauno: ftipulate for 
any thing to be done as obligatory on his go­ 
vernment. For thi3 purpofe. the Minifter rnuft 
h*"e a diftin& authority. 
This I underftand 
to be the general ufage, not however without 
exception. The exception has beer» made with 
»tfpeft to a nuncio or legntion from the Pope, 
wbofe letter of credence was {-> fr-med as to 
include the ncce(Tary authority to negotiate 
a conclude arrangements, 'l his authority wag 
added’ to the nccciTarjf tliufes of a Icitcr of 


crédence, and die edentials of two diplomatic 
documents wefe comprehended in one. 
But 
the mere letter of credence gives no fuch au« 
thority. In fupport of tbsie pofitioni, 1 would 
refer gentlemen to writers on public Uw whom 
I prefume they will admit <0 be corre£t on 
this tipie— Martens, Vattel, 
Wicquefor! f 
writers of authority certainly as to the knovt is 
diplomatic ufage in Europe. 
Others perhips 
might have been earned, if I lud found Oppor­ 
tunity in this place to confult all the wiitera 
wonhy of attention. 


It m|y now be proper to ftite whatrl con­ 
fider to be the full power, which expreffton ia 
almoft technically appropriate in diplomatic 
language. 
It is s document not addreded to 
the government, to which ajninifUr is fent. 
It is in the nature of an open letter, addreded 
to mankind in general, and committing to the 
minifter bearing it the nec*dary authority to 
negotiate and eventually conclude terms of 
agreement refpe&ing the fubje£l or fubjed* 
thereirt mentioned. 
It is a public commiffion 
exprefltng the powers to be exercifed, a doco* 
ment of ample form, a letter patent, a. publié 
aft authenticated under the feal of govern­ 
ment. 
And this the minifter exhibits in ma* 
nifeftatton of his being fully empowered t» 
negotiate and ftipulate on the paft of his go­ 
vernment. 
The full powers are eipecuily 
proper in the more fc!ewtt agreements, and in 
«aits of formal treaty betv/cen independent 
aations. 


Where fome temporary llipulaticn is coflf« 
templated, or fome particular affair not deem­ 
ed of primary importance is to be arranged by 
agreement ; if there be a minifter already re­ 
dding with the foreign government, there ia 
not always the fame formality with refpeft to 
the diftintt authority given to the minifter. 
In fuch cafe, a patent of full power il not 
made out in ample form f but the proper ofil. 
eer of State defpatchrs a letter of initru&ion 
giving the dittinlt authority rteceffary for the 
propoled negotiation. 
Yet, Whether the mi« 
nifter undertakes to negotiate in virtue of a 
technical full power» or in virtue 'of, a 
letter of inftruAion» it it proper tu exhibit his 
diftinft authority before figning any arrange­ 
ment of ftipulations, intended to be mu u illy 
obligatory on the refpe£Uve governments. H a 
may fairly and with perfect propriety be called 
upon to exhibit fuch au hority in cafrs where 
the terms ate to be cxprefsly refef|ed f r the 
ratification of his own governmeM. 
Hurt if 
the terms of engagement are to be deemed 
obligatory andaAed upon accordingly as foon 
as figned by the negotiators and no ratifiçy. 
tion is refcrved» it if atore peculiarly proper 
for the negotiating minifter to exhibit the of* 
ficial evidence of his authority to eoter io<9 
ftipulations. 
If he does not exhibit the tv i- 
dence, it becomes the incumbent duty of th« 
other negotiating party to call for it before th« 
conclufion of any fuch terma of eagage ment» 
or to refufe to conclude the terms until tho 
evidence is exhibited officially a^d the autho­ 
rity afcertained to be fufficient* 
In thiscafet 
if the diftiolt authority be not offered or call­ 
ed for and found adequate, there is a miftako 
and of courfe a failure in duty on the part of 
the adminiftration in Concluding the engage­ 
ment t unlefs indeed the tranfaâioji may luva 
beeq underftood at the time as not warranted 
by regular authority, but expected to be con- 
firmed as an acceptable projeA. 
I exprefa 
tnyfelf in thefe terms, wiihing to be ilriftfy 
decorous in manner and believing the general 
principle correct— When an adminiftration 
enters into engagements or ftipulations with 
a foreign minifter, to be immediately execut­ 
ed without any relervation, it is incumbent 
on tbe adminiftration to require the odioi^Jl 
exhibition of the diftinft authority of t |e 
minifter for making the ftipulations ; and. if 
the terms be concluded by fignature and de. 
livery before tbe authority has been exhibited 
and afcertained to be adequate, there ia a 
miftake and of com fs a failure iu duty on th^ 
part of tlie adminiftration. 


Wben therefore» gentlemen fpcakofMr» 
Erlkine’i having competent powers to make 
the provifioQal arrangement in April, they 
may be defired to produce the regular evidence 
of the fa&. If the négociation was conduced 
according to the cour fe of diplomatic ufjge 
and ftiift propriety, there is the regular evi­ 
dence of his being authorifed to make the 
arrangement, and it csn be produced. 
If he 
had a patent of full power» a copy aij'henti- 
cated by the miniver or a fecretary lifting 
under him, would doubtlefs be coniidered 
proper evidence to be depoiited with tbe ar­ 
chives in manifefUtion of the authority of the 
Hr ici Hi government to conclude the arrange­ 
ment. 
If his authority was contained in any 
letter or letters of inftrucVion, the authentic 
copy of inch authority would, with the like 
propriety, be depofited in the Department oi: 
¡State.

w h jle Chrilhan world. T h e conclulion of thfT 
treaty put an end to conferences which bad

(hara&ers aflemblrd for negotiation or medi­ 
ation, and fuch and In various interefls to be 
arranged at one time by treaty.

Mitered* of the Catholic and Reformed Reli­ 
gions in Europe, the emperor, the elr&ors,

was not then erected into a kingdom* anti 
Raffia had not t*k<m rank under the great 
Peter, am ong the e m l i z - d powers of Europe. 
From the nature ot the a BT* iv s and the great 
num ber of public men front diff'rent portions 
of Europe, the famous C o r g i efs in Wellpha- 
(ta, after the publication of Grotius h id a t ­ 
tained high diitmtfion, ferved to n u k e known 
and eflabtifh rxtenfivrly the principles confit- 
lu tin g the public rutrs c f mtercourfe among 
the governm ents of the C h rillu n world. 
W e are now called upon to pronounce re- 
fpe£ling a quelhon depending on thof; rules 
of mteicourfe at recognis d and alfuffrxted by 
national ufage. 
W h a t is the principle that 
p ro te a s and fultains in full immunity ihe int* 
mflers of the United States in B n tain , in 
France, in Ruffu, or in any part o f the civil s- 
cd world ? I t is the refpedt due to thofe rules, 
a refpelt which the various governments, of 
whatever form, have concurred in manifrfimg 
and e n t i c i n g . 
N o r can we claim to hold a 
courfe in diplomacy incompatible with fuch

The firft authority to which I now refer, is 
the tuthority of Prefident Madifun as Prcit- 
dent of the VTtiited Statfs.
